Ono great feature of the 
whole affair and one to which consid- 
erable historical interest is attached 
will be the review in which the veter- 
ans taking part will march over the 
same route they covered in 1865, when 
peace had been proclaimed after four 
years of war, and 800,000 boys in blue 
celebrated the occasion by inarching in 
their tattered uniforms up Pennsyl- 
vania avenue from the capitol to the 
White house. Tho review of twenty- 
seven years ago consumed tho better 
part of three days, but that of this year 
has been so arranged that by marching 
in double columns the survivors will be 
an hour in passing over the entire 
rontc. 


The formal opening will take place 


Monday, September 10, on the grounds 
surrounding th« Washington monu- 
ment, which have been 
christened 


"Grand Army P!ace." President Har- 
rison v« ill make the opening speech, and 
there will bo an address of welcome 
and one on behalf of tho Grand Army. 
Patriotic songs will bo sung by trained 
vocalists. 


Tho programme of entertainment in- 


cludes a reception by the president, a 
reception at tho capitol and a prome- 
nade reception in the pension office 
building where the Cleveland and Har- 
rison inaugural balls wore held. 


Grand Army Place will be the prin- 


cipal point of interest. Thero "a huge 
facsimile of tho'ship Koarsar^c, which 
sunk the Alabama, is in course of con- 
struction, and it will bo manned by 
sailors who served on the vessel. 


Prominent among tho attractive fea- 


tures of tho encampments in the past

urday, near Lemont, about forty miles 
from this city, down the Desplainci 
valley, with all the formality and cere- 
mony appropriate to so important an 
.(vent, ground was broken for tho great 
drainage canal, and tho work of con- 
structing tho Immense waterway be- 
t.veeu tho great lakes and the Gulf of 
Mexico is under way. 


Directly at the point whore the cen- 


ter line of the main channel of the 
canal intersects the boundary between 
Will and Cook counties, on the very 
backbone of tho 
"Chicago divide," 


President Frank Wontor, of tho board 
of trustees of tho sanitary district oi 
Chicago, thrust a nickel plated shovel 
into the earth and turned up the shovel- 
ful of sand and soil, while the assembled 
multitude shouted its applause. 


This was tVo first act in th<> actual 


excavation of the waterway, about 
which so much has been said and writ- 
ten during the last seven years. Thai 
was Inaugurated an enterprise which 
will rank, when completed, with the 
most important of re odern marvels ol 
engineering. To witness the beginning 
of this mighty work were gathered 
prominent men from all parts of the 
•tnte. There were officials from tho 
capital and roprcRtmtattvo men from 
Cook county and Chicago. There worn 
mayors and other high ofiicers from the 
towns in the Illinois valley. There 
were engineers judges and physicians, 
and well-known men from all profes- 
sions. 


After Mr. Wenter's effort came a 


speech or two, and suddenly puffs of 
white .smoke arose not far from the 
scene. Masses of earth and shattered 
rock Hew skyward and fell in showers 
of debris. These reports were the dis- 
charges of rock blasts and told tho 
listeners that the fitmie backbone ol 
the "Chicago divide" had yielded as 
\vell as its eaithy covering to this llrst 
attack of the canal builders. 


Then there was moro speaking by 


members of tho drainage- board and 
other persons prominent in tho work, 
and the exorcises closed with an open- 
air spread 


Before an approximation of the cost 


of tho great drainage canal can be 
made the courts must pass upon the 
value of the land to be taken into tho 
channel in cases where the ownors and 
trustees cannot agree upon terms. The 
closest figuring gives reason to hope that 
It may be possible to koep it within the 
{25,000,000 mark.

church, last night reviewed the changes 
which have taken place in that ohnrch 
and in Deoatur during the last five 
years, which embraces the period ot his 
ministry in Deoatur. He took for hie 
tex< part of Numbers 23-28: 


"Waat has Qod wrought." 
He said: Ohangee are oonstnntly going 


on in nature and also in the affairs of 
human life. No,one ot as is what we 
were yesterday. We Till continue to 
change while we live. After we die we 
will also continue to change. 
I will 


talk to yon about growth—the material 
growth ot theohuroh. With many this 
is regarded as moat important. Most 
prisoners feel that the growth in num- 
bers ia very important. It is important. 
Sometimes it ia ot vital importance. 
That is not trne of this chnich. There 
are those here who believe it I oonld 
•ay that in the past five years thousands 
were added to the ohnrch it would be 
very important. When I came here you 
bad just had a great revival. Many had 
been added to the ohnrch. We needed 
instruction in practical religion more 
than we needed additional members, 
We have seen nearly 600 added to the 
ohnrob since I cams here. O yes, there 
was the Mills revival. There was great 
excitement, and yet this ohnrch never got 
a* little out of anything as you got out ot 
fiat. The same may be said ot the 
ovbrr special 
meeting. 
The increase 


baa oome from our own social meetings 
and we have mnoh to be grateful to God 
for, along this line. Its growth in intel- 
ligence has been most satisfactory. The 
members of tms ohnrch know much 
more than they did five years ago about 
the law ol practical religion. My min- 
istry has been to instruct this people and 
to be Lelptnlm opening np outlines ot re- 
ligions truth. 
There are some people who have dried 


up and dwind'ed away under thia in- 
strnotion because they did not want to 
take the trouble to tbink. We find such 
people in every church. They not only 
want the food provided, but they want it 
cooked and fed to them and digested for 
them. The consequence is snph people 
make no progress m religions life. They 
want to have something that will excite 
them; they want to have the emotions 
appealed to; they don't want to tbink. 
For that reason there are some who have 
bbrank np in the last five years. I have 
often felt sad to think that there are so 
many good people who wonld shut them- 
selves np to instruction. The Christian 
Endeavor Society make the mistake of 
cot feeding the intellect! and devote too 
much time to feeding the emotional. I 
am sorry sometimes to realize that I 
must leave yon; there ia so mnoh in the 
Bible that I would like to expose to you. 
There are grand gems of 
religions 


thought in this book that we have been 
unable to present to you. Somehow in 
God's providence this work will be done. 
There has been great progress along the 
intellectual line. Five years ago the 
prayer-meeting was little less than a re- 
ligions mob. You know this to be true. 
There is none ot that now—you have 
grown above it. 


I want you to notice tho growth spirit- 


ually. Now we might differ us to whut 
the measure ot spirituality- is. 
Some 


would hold that it is maasured by the 
emotional excitement; bnt it does not re- 
quire at y saorinoo on the part otany one, 
suve a sinner, to go to prayer meeting.

BROKE OUT OF JAIL 


Four Prisoners Make Oood 


Their Hiscape at an 


Early Hour. 


Kxoitlng Capture of One of th 


ProfeaBionalB—Cornered in a Del 
lar-way by L. N. Cope—Asaanl 
in the Jail. 


This morning at 7:33 o'clock four pr!e 


oners escaped from the county jail. Tom 
Francis, one of the professional safe 
blowers and burglars who went throng 
the residences of H. W. Bartholomew 
and Mrs. J. G. Fish and Ottenheimer 
Oo.'s store, John Beed and Frank Smitl 
who were caught with stolen goods i 
their possession at tbe depot station 
and Harry Bell, who stole a snit o 
clothes from « farm hand at tbe Alle 
farm ir. Hurriatown township, were th 
parties who escaped. 


There were 18 prisoners in the jai 


nine on the west side. In the west sic 
group were Tom Francis, Beed, Smit 
and Bell. In the group on the east sid 
were Oharlei Miller, the pal of Francis 
and eight other prisoners. During las 
night or possibly at about three o'oloc 
this morning Francis engineered the jo 
of sawing the bare of one ot the nppe 
windows. Six iron bars were sawed par 
way through and broken off, making a 
opening 10x12 inches, big enough t 
allow a man of ordinary size to crow 
through. The prisoners have been per 
mitted 
to 
fasten 
one 
end 
of 


blanket to the upper corridor rai 
ing and the other end to a win 
dow bar, using the blanket 
for 


hammock. The blankets were tip thi 
morning ou both sides. On the wes 
side the blanket reached the windo 
where the sawing was done. Oat of th 
window hanging on the outside of th 
jail half way to the ground wss a blan 
ket rope nicely plaited. By means 
the blanket hammock on the inside th 
fonr men reached the hole in the win 
dow and then dropped to the g 
f.om 
the end of the rope. 


A lucky chance prevented the esoap 


of all the prisoners on the wsst side 
Tbe prisoners bad been given tbei 
breakfast; nil were in jail at that time 
and John Perl, ths turnkey, was out i 
the office attending to his dntiee.

Johnny did not have n revolve 
bnt nevertheless he hurried down tb 
steps and chased Francis through th 
conrt house, aoross Water street and int 
the Chris Brown lot. Francis ran as i 
the whole town was after him and onl 
footed the turnkey, who in trying to ge 
over the fence into the Gulp wagon yar

valuable time. When Perl Rot into th 
alley Francis had disappeared. Then i 
occurred to Johnny that there was « bi 
hole in the jail, and es there wns no on 
ut tne prison except his mother to pro 
vent further escapes, he hnrried back t 
the jail and with a double barrel shot gu 
stood truard until Sheriff Perl onme t 
the prison. Members of the police turn 
also arrived, together witb a great orowi 
of people who fllled the street in the vi 
oinity of the jail. The sheriff got io hi 
rig and drove off to nenist in the chase 
and did not return until after Franci 
had been caught and put in n cell 
Meantime all of the prisoners were pu 
on the east side of the prison and a close 
watch kept on their movements throng' 
the peep hole in the sheriff's private 
office.
